LONDON, Oct. 28.—Amidst heart 


rending seenefe of emotion funeral ser- 
vices were conducted at St. George's 
Roman Catholic cathedral, Southwark, 
for" the late Terence MacSwiney, lord 
mayor of Cork who died in the 74th 
day of his hunger strike at Brixton 
Jail.Thirty mounted policemen led the 
funeral march fronl 
the cathedral. 


' Carriages containing 
the 
mourners 


were flanked by police and the rqute 
was lined by both foot and mounted 
policemen. 
Ten thousand persons atfended the 


funeral, but there was no disorder. 
Among the mourners were the lord 
mayor of Dublin, and the mayors of 
five of the London boroughs. 


Four -hundred police were massed 


about the cathedral, but some of them 
•were ordered back to 
the 
station 


houses. 
The crowd was so orderly 


ftiat their services were not needed. 


Early in the 
morning 
numerous 


workers, mostly 
clerks, postal em- 


ployes and "telegraphers who had vis- 
ited the church for 
devotional ser- 


vices joined in a dirge for the repose 
of the soul of the dead patriot. 


Crowds began to gather about Ihe 1 


church long before the hour for the 
funeral services to begin. 
Guards 


lined the street. Inside the church 
the pews quickly filled. Sobs mingled 
with muffled exclammations of grief. 


A dramatic incident occurred in the 


cathedral just before Archbishop Man- 
nix of Australia, opened the services. 
Four men who had made their way -to 
the altar threw off their long cloaks 
•aad stood before tbe catafalque attir- 
ed in uniforms of the Sinn. Fein army 
•with swords at their, belts.- ---' •-» -• 


The plain and simple coffin, draped 


with the Sinn Fein flag and banked 
with flowers, rested in state on a Cat- 
afalque before the high altar at the 
head of the church. 
It 
had 
been 


placed there by tender hands for the 
reception of the casket. 


After the removal of the body from 


Brixton late yesterday following the 
Inquest a death watch kept guard over 
the body all night long, the guards 
being relieved at intervals of three 
hours. 


More than ten thousand 
persons 


filed past the coffin before the do.ors 
of the cathedral closed at 10 o'clock. 
1 Mrs. Muriel MacSwiney, widow of 
Terence MacSwiney collapsed today 
under the long strain of her husband's 
confinement in Brixton jail and his 
hunger strike. She was unable to par- 
tlcipa,te iji the" public funeral. 
Rela- 


tives said it was doubtful if Mrs. Mac- 
Swiney would be able to accompany 
tbe body to Ireland. 


Many night Tcorkers visited 
the 


church after midnight and- being un 
able to enter, knelt In silent homage 
outside 
Inside the cathedral mem- 


bers of the MacSwiney family sat 
thru the .pight occupying mourners' 
benches, facing the catafalque. 
The 


> scene was one of tragic sombreness. 


Candles in brass holders as high as 


a man's head burned* dimly beside the 
coffin. 
The only discordant note 
In the 


press comment upon MacSwiney's 
death and burial was sounded in'the 
Morning Post. This newspaper print- 
ed a protest against the government's 
decision to permit procession. - 


A second funeral service will be held 


at Dublin when the body arrives there, 
enroute from Cork, where it will be 
buried Sunday beside the Sinn Fein 
volunteers who fell in action. 


Arthur Griffith M. P. acting presi- 


dent of the Irish Republic, in the ab- 
sence of DeValera announced that out 
of respect to the memory of Terence 
MacSwiney, tomorrow will be observ- 
ed as a day of national mourning in 
Ireland. All business will be suspend- 
ed.

Bourgeois On Article X 


statement of Leon Bourgeois, President of the Council 


of the League of Nations, concerning Article X of the peace 


covenant ought to set at rest the silly charges that Article X em- 
bodied a conspiracy on the part of European Governments to 
entrap the United States, to embroil us in every petty backyard 
squabble of Europe and to make the United States a catspaw to 
pull the chestnuts of the great Powers of Europe out of the fire. 


It was an extraordinary move of the head of the Council to 


make the statement at this time, when the peace covenant, par- 
ticularly Article X, is the subject of a partisan attack and po- 
litical discussion in a campaign. 
But it is entitled to weight. 


M Bourgeois, who is a leading authority on international law 
and a persistent promoter of processes to maintain justice and 
peace between nations, remarked that Article X was not 
- 


gidered so important by Europeans as by Americans. He 
He said : 


Article X Is not, In fact, anything more than the moral foundation 


of the'covenant. All that Is efficacious In the covenant is set forth In 
other articles indicating penalties and sanctions. 


It is true that the main body of the League covenant, pro- 


viding for the processes of establishing justice and maintaining 
peace, such as mediation, arbitration, decisions of the inter- 
national court of the League just framed by a representative 
body, including Elihu Root, and the penalties and sanctions, with 
the economic blockade for recalcitrant nations, is the efficacious 
part of the League for the prevention of agression and the main- 
tenance of peace. 


M. Bourgeois says, however, that Article X is "the moral 


foundation of the covenant." It is the pledge of the nations in 
the League to respect territorial integrity and political inde- 
pendence and to take steps, in the event that any nation at- 
tempts to attack their national rights, to check -it. 
But the 


method of checking it and the steps to be taken m concert lies 
with the conscientious judgment of each nation. M. Bourgeois 
knows, as every statesmen in Europe knows, that no nation in 
the League can use its armed forces to make war on another 
nation -without the consent of its parliament. 


It is necessary to understand a moral obligation to under- 


stand the meaning of Article X. There is no moral obligation 
in such an agreement to go to war unnecessarily or to wage a 
•-wrongful war. It is a moral obligation to respect and sustain 
the rights 'of all nations and to maintain peace thru the opera- 
tion, of the League. If all the processes to keep the peace set up 
by the efficacious p>rts of the covenant, fail, and a nation is 
criminally intent upon aggression which. will upset peace, the 
League and the fundamental, agreements and the processes of 
peace embodied in the League, then the nation must consider 
efficient means to check this wanton aggression and enforce just 
peace. The obligation lies in the conscience of each nation, 
which must decide under the advice of the Council and from the 
facts whether the use of armed force is necessary and is right- 
ful but having decided that it is necessary and right, each na- 
tion so deciding will act in concert to police the criminal nation. 


There is a possibility of the use of force and the moral 


obligation to use it, if rightful,. but we will be the judges. of our 
obligationand of the righteousness of the,use of force to main- 
tain, a righteous peac'e. 


We used force to protect national rights and to save civil- 


ization and democracy in the world war. We would do it again. 
The moral obligation always will rest upon us, but by ratifying 
the covenant of peace we recognize it and maintain with other 
nations the great efficacious policies and*processes which make 
for peace. 
. 
- 
The moral foundation "of the covenant has been approved 


by the men of light' and leading in Europe and America. 


Tkere are dark forces in Europe and in this country that 


oppose it because it is a check on gathering the spoils of victory 
and on profitable aggression. 
French jingoes want to crush 


Germany and expand France. British jingoes want no check on 
British imperialism. American jingoes and bitter partisans are 
trying to confuse the minds of the American people and keep 
them out of any League to restrain aggression. 


Until the question became a party issue, Mr. Taft approved 


it, Mr. Wickershatn and Mr. Lowell, with nearly all the 31 sign- 
ers of the party plea to elect Mr. Harding, approved it. 
Mr. 


Hoot and Mr. Hughes approved it, with reservations as to our 
constitutional limitations in the making of war. 


Mr. Root is now advocating a plan for the League to en- 


force the'decisions of its international tribunal, which goes be- 
yond Article X in pledging our forces to the maintenance of just

to the several nations, the right to their territorial integrity and the 
like. 


There is nothing in Article X, with a clear statement that 


war muse depend upon the constitutional consent of Congress, 
that America ought not to undertake. It is a recognition of our 
moral obligation to act righteously and to maintain righteous- 
ness in international dealings. 
Without this moral obligation, linked with the efficacious 


processes of the League to maintain justice and peace, war is a 
certainty.

Capt. Rickenbacker was the 
Ace of Aces in American aviation on the front in France. 
His acquaintance among the soldiers of tlfe late war is 
nation-wide. When he speaks for them he speaks vfhat 
he knows. 
A 


SOLDIER knows some things about his country's his- 
tory. He learned them m high school. 
He knovws that other soldiers fought to make this 


country free'and independent. He knows that still others 
fought to keep it so. He fought m France for the same 
purpose. 


I know some say the American soldier in France 


fought to "secure the freedom of mankind." 
That is 
wrong. They do not understand the fighting man. He 
fought to preserve the freedom of his own country. Any 
man of the line will say so. A free and independent Uni- 
ted States—that was what he had m mind and he was 
ready to die for it, just as others had died for it. 


The people who never faced a bullet or heard a shot 


may have had other ideas; the soldier at the front had 
this—his country, free and independent, and all that it 
stood for. 


Now, what does the soldier find on his return from 


France. 
It is something incredible. 
He finds a large 
number of Americans trying through the league of na- 
tions to give away the very freedom and independence 
which he nsked his life to preserve. Why do they do it? 
He can get no answer that he understands. 


FOREIGNERS WILL DECIDE 


It is proposed to put American affairs in the hands of 
foreigners for settlement; American war or peace is to 
be decided by eight foreigners and one American in a 
council 3,000 miles*away! American interests are to be

handled by an assembly of thirty or forty nations where 
America will have just one vote and foreigners wfll have 
the rest!

American soldiers, American sailors, American 


workingmen are to be exposed to the call, regulation and 
interference of a lot of Asiatics, Europeans and Africans 
meeting in a ^distant city which most Americans never 
saw and whose language even the President of the United 
States can not understand. 


What is the object of all this? America did not lose 


in the war. She won. Why should she then be called on 
to give up the very freedom and independence for which, 
her fighting men fought? 
Why should she^be expected 


to surrender the very things that all the men, who ever 
have fought for her, have fought either to gain or to re- 
tain?

WOULD SURRENDER AMERICA 


The soldier hears no plain answer tp these plain 


questions. He hears some vague talk about Europe's 
wanting American help! 
But she has had that help. 


About America's not deserting Europe! But America did' 
not desert Europe. And what has all this to do anyhow 
with taking this free and independent country and plac- 
ing its fate and future in the hands of foreigners? The 
soldier cannot tell and nobody seems able to tell him. 
• " 
So he stands aghast, when he sees^ Americans trying 
to give away, without reason or excuse, what .other 
Americans through one hundred and forty years have 
fought to get and to keep. He is astounded when he reads 
that the Republicans have sent out 20,000 speakers to 
persuade Americans not to hand themselves over to for- 
eign powers, not to surrender, the United States to Euro- 
pean, Asiatic and African rulers. 


To the plain, straightforward soldier it all loots like 
a kind of madness. It is so strange and bewildering that 
he cannot grasp it. He only knows that he is against it 
and that it is wrong.
